The answer was filed by Attorneys F. E. Pomtrene. Milo Ely 


and T. H. Wheeler, who represent Crile. The question of whether 
or not ballots, marked with a cross under the Republican emblem 
and before one Democratic candidate should also have been count- 
ed for Abbott and Reiss, the two Republican 
candidates 
forms 


the principal argument in the defense, the'daim being set up that 
they could legally be counted for only the one candidate marked. 
The answer shows that Crile "s attorneys have secured a mass of 
evidence in the way of how ballots were counted in a dozen pre- 
eincts and -an interesting Sght is promised when the contest is 
taken up by the court. 


Election Certified 


The first matter taken up in the 


answer is the fact that following 
-the election and official count of 
ballots, the board of deputy state 
supervisors of elections, found 
that Crile had received a total of 
3,421 votes and-Abbott 3,419 ; that 
the board on November 23, 1912. 
issued and delivered to Crile their 
certificate of election, certifying 
that he had been elected to the 
board of county commissioners. 


General Denial
